Then the appa- 
ratus ready to give ont a light 
that produces no deleterious gases, no 
amoke, no offensive odors—a tight 
without fame, without danger, requiring 
no matches to ignite, giving out but little 
heat, vitiating noair and free from all flick- 
ering—alight that isalittle globe of sun- 
shine. And this light, the inventor claims 
ean be produced cheaper than that from the 
cheapest oil. The inventor finds that the 
electricity can be regulated with entire re- 
liability atthe central station, just as the 
pressure of gasis now. regulated. The entire |

He 
did return to Utah, but instead of trying to 
induee his people to abandon their unlaw- 
ful practices he continued to advocate the 
doctrine of polygamy, and even suggested 
methods by which the laws against it could 
be evaded. It is said that one of his sug- 
gestions was that whenever a Mormon de- 
sired to marry two, three or more women 
he should have the marriage ceremony per- 
formed with all simultaneously, so that it 
could be sworn that there had been but one 
marriage. The petition is signed by about 
twenty-tive ladies of Salt Lake City. One 
of thesigners is a sister of the Hon. Schuy- 
ler Colfax. 

Representative Willets, of Michigan, re- 
ceived a letter from a prominent citizen of 
Utah, recommending that the general stat- 
ute of limitations be amended se as to ex- 
cept bigamy from its operation. As the 
anti-polyvgamy Jaw is now construed, the 
marriage ceremony Coustitutes the- offers», 
As the statute of limitations bars a crim- 
inal prosecutjon after three years have 
elapsed, a Mormon is‘only obliged to keep 
that 
length of time in order to evade the law. 
Mr. Willets’s correspondent mentions one 
ease of this kind, which has recently come to 
his knowledge. A leading Mormon selected 
a young girl, fourteen or fifteen years. old, 
whom he thought he would like to have 
for a wife, and took her to the endowment 
house, where he was married to her. Then 
he sent her to her mother’s home, where 
she remained three years. At the end of 
that time he took her to his own house as 
tis wile, and was able to snap his fingers at 
the law. In another case when the prelim- 
inary steps were taken to prosecute an old 
Mormon for a violation of the anti-poly- 
gamy law, it was discovered that three 
vears and four days had elapsed since the 
date of his last marriage, and the prosecu- 
tion had to be abandoned. 

Some facts illustrating the close relations 
which exist betWween the Mormons and the 
Ute Indians have been obtained from a 
trustworthy source, It is said that the 
\'te chief, or head- man, Jack, who figured 
in the recent troubles, is a Mormon priest. 
He was raised and educated, it is said, by 
Bishop Heb-r Kimball, and is a missionary 
among his people, many of whom 
belong to the Mormon ehurch. The 

roposition to remove the Utes now 
In Colorado to the Uintah reservation in 
Utah is looked upon in some quarters as an 
attempt to make Mormons of them, be- 
cause, it is said, allthe Uintah Utes are 
Mormons. If this should prove true, it 
would lovk as though both our Indian 
troubles and our Mormon difficulties might 
in the future becomestill more complicated 
than they now are.

CARCELON’S GRIT, 


fhe Brave Old Governor Shows Him- 
: self All Right. 

The New York Sun of yesterday has the 
following card from Governor Garcelon, of 
Maine: : 

To the Public: Telegrams and suggestions 
having reached the undersigned to the ef- 
fect that Governor Garcelon and his council 
owe to the democracy of the United States 
in particular, and the public generally, 
a full, explicit explanation of 
exactly what they have done and why they 
did it, | herewith submit for general infor- 
mation a concise statement of the constitu- 
tional requirements in relation to elections 
of senatora and representatives in this state. 
and the action of the governor and council 
in the discharge of the duty imposed upon 
them by that instrument and the statute 
laws in aecord therewith : 

The statues regulate the mode of the call- 
ing of meetings, but the constitution pre- 
scribes the qualifications of representatives, 
and declares that the selectmen of towns 
or municipal officers of cities shall preside 
impartially at such meetings, receive the 
yotes of all the qualified electors present, 


sort, count and declare them in open 
town mecing and in the presence 
of the town clerk, who shall form 


a list of the persons voted for, with the 
nuniber of votes for each person against his 
name, and shall make a fair record thereot 
in the presence of the selectmen and in 
open town meeting; and fair copies of the 
lists of votes shall be attested by the select- 
men and town clerks of towns and the as- 
sessors of plantations and sealed up in open 
town and plantation meetings, 
and the clerks of the several 
towns and plantations are to cause the same 
to be delivered into the office of the secre- 
tary of state thirty days at least before the 
tirst Wednesday of January annually; and 
the governor and council shall examine the 
returned copies of such lists, and twenty 
days before the first Wednesday of January 
shall issue asummons to such persons as 
shall appear to be elected by a plurality of 
all the votes returned to attend and take 
their seats, 
WHAT THE STATUTES PROVIDE. 

So much for the constitution. Supple- 
mentary to this the statutes provide (chap- 
ter 4, section 52), that in- order to determine 
the result of any election by ballot, the 
numberof persons voted tor sball frst be 
ascertained by counting the whole num ber 
of separate ballots given in, which shall be 
distinetly stated, recorded and returned. 
Bianks are not to be counted as votes, and 
votes for persons not eligible to the office 
shall not be counted as votes, but the aumber 
of such blanks and the number and nates 
on ballots for persons not eligible shall be 
recorded and return made thereof. These 
provisions of the constitution and the laws 
apply to cities as well as towns and planta- 
tions, and ‘impose upon them—that is, the 
municipal ofticers--the duty of examining 
and comparing the tists of votes givenin 
the several wards, of which the city cierk 
shall make a record, and return thereof 
shall be made in the same manner as select. 
menu of towns are required to do. 

Such are the plain and unmistakable pro- 
visions of the constitution of Unis state, and 
in the discharge of their duty of examining 
the returos apd issuing certilicates of 
summons to the parties appearing to 
be elected, the governor and council 
not .only endeavored to follow 
| both tbe letter and spirit of the comstitu- 
/ tion aod laws made in accordance therewith 
| as indicated by their own judgment, but 


| the advice Of their duly appointed legal 


officer aided by the best legal talent in the 
state. 

And here let it be remembered that the 
decision of the governor and counct is not 
final. The constitution makes the senate

Loxpox, December 23.—The viceroy of 
india telegraphs to-vlay as follows: 
‘General Bright reports the con- 
tinued advance of reinforcements 


All is quiet at Peizeran, and convoys are 
passing thence to Jagdalluk. The Khilzais 
are quiet.”’ 

A dispatch from General Roberts, dated 
Cabal, December 19,says:,' A slight skirmish 
took place on the 18th inst., during which 
one or two of the principal Afghan leaders 
were killed. The British loss was one 
killed and two wounded, Swow fell here 
during the night, but is disappearing.” 

The vicerey of India telegraphs to-day as 
follows: ‘Dispatches from General Roberts 
of the 16th, 17th and 18th instants have just 
heen received. The defenses of Shirpur 
ecantonments have been cempleted. The 
enemy occupies the heights over the city, 
but does not descend into the plains, which 
are patrolled by our cavalry. General Rob- 


erts was Waiting the arrival of 
General Gough to wake an _ at- 
tack, as he would then be strong 


enough to hold important positions, but 
will attack the enemy before the arrival of 
General Gough if a favorable opportunity 
offers. Our loss on the 14th instant was 
twenty-eight killed and ninety-nine 
wounded, eight of whom have since died. 
The enemy’s loss was very heavy. Osman 
Khan and other Afghan leaders were killed. 
On the 17th inst. the enemy appeared on 


the Sea Hung, but they were quickly 
dislodged without loss on our 
side. The enemy's numbers are dimin- 
ishing. Mahmud Jan Mordak, the 
real Afghan leader, has proclaimed ex- 


Ameer Yaboob Khan’s eldest son ameer. 
On the 19th instant the British lost nineteen 
wounded, and Major Coke, who obtained the 
Victoria cross for gallant service, died of 
the wounds he received in the previous en- 
yavement. Pneumonia is increasing, owing 
to the cold weather and the exposure of 
men, otherwi e, the heaith of the troops is 
vrood, The wumber of sick among the Eu- 
ropeins only amounts to a fair per cent,”

THE BORUSSIA’S DISASTRR, 
Part of the crew of the British steamer 
jorussia, from. Liverpool for New Orleans, 
have been landed at Qlueenstowy by the 
British ship Mallowdal, from Bussien. The 
Borussia was abandoned in a sinking condi- 
tion on the 2d inst. 

Part of the crew of the steamer Borussia 
were landed at (Jucenstown today by 
the ship Mallowdale. It consisted’ of 
the chief engineers, doctor, _boat- 
swain and six seamen. they were 
picked up on the fifth instant in an 
open boat by the Mallowdale, The Borus- 
sia had one hundred and eighty passengers, 
of which number one hundred and five em- 
barked at Liverpool and seventy-five at Co- 
runna. The crew numbered fifty-four men, 
After leaving Corunna on the 24th of No- 
vernber she experienced terrific weather, 
and sprang aleak on December Ist, and the 
severity of the weather increasing she was 
abandoned on the 2d, about three hun- 
dred and tifty miles sonthwe-t of Fayal. 
The captain and the second ofticer remained 
on the sinking steamer, and the crew and 
passengers embarked in eleven boats. The 
nine survivors have no hope for the other 
boats, havisg, before they were separated, 
seen one boat capsize, drowning all its oveu- 
pants, 

The survivors of the Borussia started im- 
mediately for Liverpool. It appears that a 
panic occurred among the passengers and 
crew. The survivors state that no order to 
launch the boats and prepare for an aban- 
donment of the yessel was given by the offi- 
cers. The crew themselves lowered the 
boats without waiting for orders. About a 
dozen passengers got into the boats witha 
part of thecrew. ‘The remainder of the pas- 
sengers wentdown in the vessel with the cap- 
tain and second inate, fhree engineers, eleven 
firemen, three stewards the carpenter and 
two boys. One boat swamped alongside the 
steamer, and its ocrupants, five men, were 
drowned. ‘Thesurvivors state that at nine 
o’clock on the night of the abandonment of 
the vessel they saw a rockets ascend from 
the steamer, and soon after her masthead 
lights were seen to disappear suddenly. 

The News’ Livuaaaal dispatch says the 
survivors of the Hortissia report that the 
captain and a majority of the crew reniain- 
ed on board the vessel. Only sixty persons 
left in boats. The News’ Cork dispatch re- 
ports that one hundred and eighty-four per- 
sons were aboard the Borussia. The cap- 
tain, on seeing the danger, and that all 
efforts to save the vessel would be 
useless, ordered the boats to be 
vot ready, some rafts prepared and necessa- 
ries provided. The vessel was abandoned 
at night, there being then ten or eleven feet 
of water in the engine room. Four or tive 
boats were lowered about the same time, 
but owing to the darkness and heavy sea 
they soon lost sight of each other.

AND WHAT WAS SEFN' THERE. 
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A Pair of Fine Steers—A Grange Dig ner Speeches 
by Col. Tom Howard, Gov. Colquitt, and Capt. 
Nolms—Aa 0'd-Pashioned Parmer— 

A New Pasbiore! Teacher. 


On last Friday morning Governor A. H. 
tolyuitt, Colenel Tom Howard, ('aptam 
John Nelms, and Mr. John Nelms, Jr., and 
a representative of Tue Constitution, left 
the city by dirt road for Bethsaida church, 
in Campbell county, where they had been 
invited to agrange dinner. ~ 

I* goes without saying that aride in the 
breezy morning with Tom Howard is an 
exhiliration compared to which the drink- 
ing of Mumm’s Extra Pry is flat and stale. 
He was in unusually fine flow on the 
morning in question, and despite the as 
sertion that he had had enough trouble. 
if each separate grief was the size of a 
cambric needle, to sink the Great Eastern, 
be was cheerful and inspired. To reproduce 
his conversation, that swung from personal 
reminiscences of President Sam Houston 
ami Mirabean Lamar to the working of 
country roads by state convicts would be 
just as impessible as to re-bottle champagne, 
There surely is one taing that we will ven- 
ture to write down, and that is quite a pro- 
seic though unuewal fact. Passing a house 
about eight miles from Atlanta he said,

ers, who own their land, raise their own 

provisions, love their wives and praise the 
rd. As our party reached the grove that 

surrounds the echureh we found it full of 
carriages, wagons, buggies and horses, 
Almost every sapling beld its horse, and 

there must have been a hundred vehicles 
scattered about, Around the church 
door was a large crowd of farmers 
with their wives and children, while 
off somewhat to themselves were groups of 
blooming maidensand stalwart beaux, learn- 
ingineach other’seyes the old, old lesson tl @ 

paints the cheek and puts the heart aflame. 
Mr. Dodd, senior, one of the patriarchs of 
this thrifty settlement, advanced and with 
old-fashioned heartinesa, bade the visitors 
welcome. When they had reached the 
church, the grange issued from its lodge, 
the members bearing the simple, honest em- 
blems of their order, and marched into the 
chruch, GovernorColquitt and Colonel How- 
ard were given an escort of honor to the 
front, and after the church was 
filled with an audience, M*, Dodd intro- 
duced Colonel Howard. It is impossible to 
report Colonel Howard. He is one of the 
men to whont — the stenographer can do 
justice. We could not catch or compass the 
stream of bright things that poured from 
his lips. If we attempted to report we 
should forget to write down, so intently 
were we listening. We can only give the 
drift of his speech in the following synop- 
sis. He said in substance: 

Our influence in the government is Indefinitely 
stponed, Men north of the sectional line who 
vate us for prefit are too strong for us, and our 
friends, so called, alWays count the cost of their 
adhesion to our cause. So let the thing go. As eer- 
tuin as we shail die this goverument has becn er 
sentially, effectually revolutionized since the day 
that beloved old Virginia was divided by the 
United States sovernment into East and West 
Virvinia. Nothing like tyranny or revolution 
could exeeed this, and evety act of hardship or 
hostility that the south has borne since was made 
possible and tolerable by that act of ontrige on 
the deceticy and consistency of a constitutional 
government. We have since the day of recon- 
tried every means and influence to conquer 
peace from so-called brethren and 
our failure has astonished as well as shocked 
mankind, Statesmen and patriots all over the 
world are staggered In their faith in our claim to 
rule ourselves, and by a written constitution 
where the plain proposition is that two-thirds of 
the people of these states should stand with a 
drawn sword keeping gttard over the other third 
and to all eternity. And now the question for 
you farmers to ask, isthe one that every citizen 
of the south, if it is his misfortune to be white, 
mustanswer. Wecan'tetand mute. The ques- 
tion is, what next—what can we do? 

There is a curt phrase, passed from mouth to 
mouth, that ‘Knowledge is pawer,"’ Old as the 
maxim is, itis fearfully umtrue at times. Koowl- 
edge may or May not be powef and the failures 
are numerous enough to almost make the rule. 
Rut let this be as it may, one thing is power now 
and forever, world without end, and that thing is 
wealth. If the earpet-bag Visitation can be kept 
away—if the wretch coating his moraland politi- 
eal lie, while his maw i* aching for our goods, can 
only leave us alone to our hard and lionest ear- 
nings, and we only use our advantage with 
moderate wisdom we will in th, oe bene be able 
to buy a peace and what political franchises we 
have lost indef party wrougs; where the carcass 
ix, there will the yankee eagle be found, 

I forone wottld plead with yori and al! southern 
men to stay at home—work, talk, accumilate, 
legislate, save, plan—do anything for your own 
stats except perhaps that one thing of all others 
that southern men have loved most to do—fight! 
Peace. be still, have no more of that until our 
souls shall hear more of the soothing tingle of the 
“dollars of our dads." But, my friends, sre we 
using or abusing our advantages? Abusing, iost 
emphatically! The hope of redemption, in my) 
view of it, ix resting te-day witht the farmer and 
the mechanieof the south. How are We strength- 
ened and gladdened by that hope? Why, in this 
way: the farmer bays his corn, his hog, his mule, 
from the west, and by a mortgage on his home 
takes due care of the man who makes his mansion 
in Connecticut or Maryland. The mechanic here 
supplies us with the wagon and wheelbarrow 
made in Ohio, and there is not a sample of a 
raw material native to our soil, not too heavy ty 
be lifted by a derrick or transported on a rail 
car that is not sent away raw, to come back to ts 
cooked up in any and all shapes to win our little 
cotton money. Then again, our methods are as 
bed as our management. We seem Ww hunger 
and thirst after territory. A few Georgia (armers 
if indulged would spread themselves. over every 
acre of land in the state, and then hanker after a 
league of blue sky. Never will we see (he day of 
true and solid agricultural improvement in this 
blessed of comnion wealths till we see our farmers 
raising at home every mouthiul of meat and 
bread that they need, every horse and mule and 
sheep that will advance our industry and comfort, 
and learn how to make and save small accumula- 
tions, that shall come in every day during the year. 
And the first beginning twwaras this bappy 
consummation will be to regard {t asa reproar 
as well as something laughable for a Georgia 
farmer on thin uplands to work seven months, 
fret and last, in the year to feeda horse on corn 
and fodder. The Greek fable of Diomede con- 
sumed by his horses, was no fable at all, for fifty 
thousand farmers in this state have been drained 
in just this way. Less land, more grass and 
stock and vastly more manure, is ali that is 
needed to make Georgia a Goshen. Then read 
the right kind of papers, encourage your clubs 
and granges and thereby make thoroughly diffu- 
sive those advanced ideas and methods affecting 
the farmers’ life, which are now confined t the 
lucky few. jastly, have a representation in your 
state councils which now you can hardly be said 
tohave. You make 7>per centof the business 
| population of the state, and the man who pol 
| {shes the teeth of your hens has more influence 
in our legislatures than you have.

With the stronger 
magnetism that can come alone from a no- 
and sincere natare, he won them to 
him as he talked, and when he had finished 
they crowded about him to ‘rp his hand 
and thank him for bis speech. It was im- 
posible neotto see how one half-hour of 
such talk would dispel all the slanders that 
envy or malignity conld heap up abouta 
noble character. The whole scene was more 
like a good manin the midst of his family 
than a governor on a visit to his constitu- 
ents, 

Captain Nelms, after Governor Colquitt 
had concluded, made a speech that was sur- 
rising in its beauty and force. Captain 
Nelms represented Campbell in the legis- 
lature several times, and when he left his 
high flights, and beean te talk in a sensible 
way to his old constituents, he broke 
down with emotion. and hadto cluse his 
speech witha broken “God bless you, my . 
old friends.” 

In rising to address the audience, the 
Rev. Mr. Dodd—a perfect type of the old- 
time Georgia farmer--tat, prosperous, ge- 
nial and happy—made a common-sense 
talk in which he advised the young farmers 
that they must have patience and be con- 
tent with slow and sure methods.

4 MODEL COUNTRY & HOOL, 


All during the day we heard the farmers 
talking of their new schoolmaster that they 
“laimed had effected a revolation. We 
were soon introduced to him—Mr. F. G, 
Howard. He is a young Kuglishman of 
about twenty-seven years of age, of fine ed- 
ueation, having come from Eton and Lon- 
don university. Wefound him a man of 
wonderful culture, a good address, and evi- 
dently a master of the situation. But the 
results that he showed us were simply as- 


tonishing. He has adopted an en- 
tirely new system of teaching. 
He never uses a book in teaching— 


geography, grammar, arithmetic or spelling. 
His whole school isa huge blackboard on 
which he draws objects, maps, letters and 
lizures. Every postin the room is a black- 
board. He teaches entirely by these, and 
by lectures and questions Asa test of the 
system, he asked us to select three boys at 
random. We took three youngsters that 
were six years old. He started them in the 
multiplication table, and tried them back- 
wards and forwards, and every way, and 
they were faultiess. We then asked each one 
of them to write asentence, andthe sen-. 
tence being given out each one wrote it in 
agood hand. He then asked us to select 
one and ask him aquestion in geography. 
We took oneof them whowrs just sx 
years old, and asked bim to give as the coun- 
tries of South America, beginning at the 
north going down the west coast and wp the 
east. He started atonee and named each 
country inthe order of its position. In 
spelling they took all sorts of words. They 
were then tried on anatomy, and each one 
knew the name of each bone in his body. 
It must be remembered that they were 
simply six-year-old youngsters, and that 
four months ago they did not know 
their letters. The results of Mr. Howard's 
system are simply amazing. We —o 
to have him bring a few of his scholers up 
here pretty soon and show the city 
teachers what a country teacher has done. 
The curse of this eduntry is incompetent 
and wrong-method country school teachers, 
Such aman as Mr. Howard in every com- 
munity is worth a fortune to its people. He. 
has 125 scholars in the Bethsaida sehool, 
and such a revolution in sentiment and re- 
suits as he has effecved we have never seen 
ejualled. It is more than wonderful,
